Four swarthy men sat in the back 
room of Sam Cecala’s jewelry store at 
8339 Lincoln avenue from 2 0 ‘clock yes-— 
terday afternoon until 8 at night. All 
four carried pistols and wore heavy 
belts of ammunition.

Reports in 1917. 

I reported for instruction in 1917 to 
Gen. Maitland, then Col. Maitland, in 
charge of the airship section of the 
British admiralty, and I served in Eng:

ruary, 1918. It is due to the courtesy 
of Gen. Maitland and the British air 
ministry that I have been able to make

The preparations for the 
were made to leave the 
air station, East Fortune, Bain- 
burgh, at 2 a m. Wednesday, July's; 
1919. At this early hour the greatest 
lift is obtainable. After a hearty din- 
ner Monday night the ship company 
were fed again at midnight.

Arrive for Trip. 

I arrived at the station shortly be- 
fore 2 a.m.

T. The weather had been blustery for 
the preceding twenty-four hours very 
consistently and I estimated that it 
was still blowMmg about twelve miles 
per hour on the deck and there was 
a thick mist overhead.

Balloon Slightly Damaged. 

The rear car of the dirigible was 
slightly damaged this evening when it 
dragged on the ground after the cool 
air following a rainstorm caused the 
hydrogen in the bag to contract and al- 
low the dirigible to settle somewhat. 
Sixty soldiers stationed at the car were 
unable to sustain the weight and a rail 
on the bottom of the car used by crews 
in landing, and some of the woodwork 
were damaged. 

Seven balloon companies, recently 


{returned from overseas service, were 


assigned to watch the balloon. Four 


j}hundred men were on -constant duty, 


with 300 held in reserve. The men 
were commanded by Capt. Samuel T. 
Moore of Springfield, Mass., who was 
a balloon observer with the American 
forces overseas. 

Because of the increasing wind,, it 
was decided to put the R-34 aloft for the 
night and hydrogen was pumped into 
the bag, raising the car about 3800 
feet above ground. If a serious gale 
develops, the airship will be taken on 
a cruise, rising above the storm until 
it 

Win Neck and Neck Race. 

A fortunate turn in the wind at 2 
o’clock this morning made the suc- 
cessful completion of the flight pos- 
sible. Four times on Friday Bt eve 
and early Saturday morning, heavy

Pitch Like Heavy Sea. 

During the worst of the storm on 
Friday night the big, airship was sud- 
derily tossed aloft 500 feet and pitched 
about like a skiff on a heavy sea. For 
‘a time there was great danger that 
a vital part would be smashed and a 
landing forced on the heavy sea, but 
the marvelous workmanship in every 
part of the 630 feet of the air giant 
resisted flawlessly. and Commander 
Scott got his craft safely through. 

Finally the weather, for once during 
the voyage, got behind the ship, and 
Maj. Scott turned its nose away from 
Boston and toward Montauk Point, 
wirelessing news of the sudden shift 
in his course. 

Scores of mechanics and naval offi- 
cers were nearing Montauk Point when 
‘the dirigible first appeared on the hoy- 
izon off the Long Island coast. They 
believed it was not possible that the 
R-34 could arrive at Montauk Point 
»efore noon considering its position and 
apparent condition when it was send- 
ing out distress signals and hurry calls 
for help until about 2 o’clock that 
morning frém some point near Boston. 


Note Change in Course. 

It was some time before workmen 
and equipment from Mineola coulg ar- 
rive to take care of the craft in case 
of it landing. Naval officers and men 
who were on their way for the Point 
received their information of the 
change in the plans of the game com- 
mander when they saw a long,. slate 
colored pencil just above the horizon, 

ith which it nearly blended. Its 
plainly showed that it would 

pass at some distance from Montauk

Naval officérs and expert workmen 
were on their way to Boston, Mass., 
and Chatham, Mass., as well as on 
their way to the end of Long Island at

‘coming there until 8 o’clock, when a 
Curtiss workman at Port Jefferson 
called up and said that he had Seen it 
inward over the island and undoubt- 
edly making for Mineola. - > 

Greeted by Big Crowd. 

In the meantime thousands of Long 
Islanders had seen the big craft over- 
head, looking like an enormous tin 
fish, a slightly blunted nose and a finny 
tail, but with lines of unsurpassable 
grace and delicacy. While no one had 
any warning of its coming previous to 


soon headed for Mineola, and about 
10,000 persons saw its final arrival 
over the field and its perfect descent. 

At 8:35 o’clock the R-34 became vis- 
ible from Mineola field, looking at first 
like a splinter off the bluish horizon in 
the northeast. A thin line of light be- 
meath it made it distinguishable at 
first at a distance of about twenty 
miles. 

Slowly it disengaged itself from the 
blurring lines where the earth and 
sky met, and gradually its bulk began 
to develop. As it approached the field 
it rose for better observation, and at 
about 9 o’clock stood out in the sky 
in its full superdreadnought propor- 
tions, its carefully painted skin re 
sponding to the sun, which had become 
bright a few minutes before, and giv- 
ing out a dull metallic gleam, between 
lead and aluminum in tint. 


~ Looks Almost Stationary. 

The dirigible glided through the air 
‘optical illusion that it was ‘motionless 
and the spectator was moving. Like 
the buzz of noontime in midsummer, 
the hum of its ynotprs had no disturb- 
ing effect on the quiet. 

tI approached its landing place at 
a height of about 2,000 feet,- coming 
from the east northeast, and passing 
first over Mitchel field, named in honor 
of ex-Mayor John Purroy Mitchel. 

It swung around the skirts of Roose- 
velt field whilé‘its commanders studied 
the detail of the landing place. The 
maneuver for observation purposes 
took the dirigtble three times around 
before it came to a stop. After 9:10 
o’clock it shut off its motors and hov- 
ered, like a fixed object, 2,000 feet 
above. 

Lands to Help Workers. 


Communication by wigwagging was 
opened between the dirigible and the 
field, and Maj. Scott was informed that 
Maj. Fuller, who was to have been in” 
command of the landing, was not there, 
having started for Boston wien the 
R-34 purposed landing there. 

Maj. Pritchard, the second officer on 
the dirigible, was then directed to land 
and take charge of the ground work 
when the dirigible descended. At 2,000 
feet Maj. . Pritchard jumped with a 
parachute, swinging round and round 
in circles and moving slowly toward 
earth. His descent occupied two min- 
utes, and he landed rather heavily at 


Under his direction, 600 workmen 
were disposed in eight groups for the 
purpose of tying down the great gas 
envelope, which, though sure and 
steady in the air, is inclined to be 
erratic when chained to an alien ele 
ment. 
R-34 Begins Descent. 

After these forces had been deployed 
in precise order the dirigible began to 
release gas and descend. It moved 
down on an even keel as if it were a 
great weight being lowered by an in- 
visible crane. It kept precisely over

settled to omr work, for the big dirigible 
was at last off on its voyage between 
the two worlds. 

Fairly off, we looked about us to see 
with what means we were to make the 
trip. It is true the work of prepara- 
tion had been going forward theoret- 
ically for months and practically for 
weeks. 

The first thing we investigated, not 
unnaturally, was the larder. A great 
quantity of cooked meats, such as 
hams, roast beef, sausages, and beef- 
steak pies, was piled up in the store- 
room. 

You must not think, however, that 
our trip across the sea was a succession 
of cold meats. We had only to get out 
one of our aluminum cooking utensils, 
go into the engine room, and soon we 
had a piping hot meal ygady. Regularly 
we héated our broths, teas, and cocoas 
in this manner. 

Experienced No Chill. 

Due to the fact that we were all 
warmly clad, none of us experienced 
the slightest chilliness after we got 
well under way. All the way across 
the ocean we were busy shedding bur- 
densome aviation garb; we certainly, 
discovered one thing on this flight, 
and that is no one need fear the cold. 
One of the first things we did was 
to don our life belts, which, in addition 
to keeping one afloat, were designed 
with a parachute attachment that in- 
sured against a too rapid descent in 
case of accident. 

Returning to the period of our flight 
immediately after the ascension from 
East Fortune, the navigator officer 
quickly pulled the R-34 up to an eleva- 
tion of about 1,000 feet. When this 
height was reached the ascent was 


tunately, at the start we had a follow- 
ing east wind which added to our 
pace. High over the fog we sped across 
Scotland. 


Take a Higher Level. : 

After a few hours at this speed Maj. 
Scott ran the ship,up another 5600 feet.

Sail Over 600 Miles.. | 

By 4 o'clock that afternoon—tea.

it—we checked up and found that we 
were already more than 600 miles west-.

THE NEGRO AND BOLSHEVISM. 

{Springfield Republican.] 

It was either on the same day, or the day after, that 
the latest Mississippi lynching of a Negro took place 
that a project for converting the Negro race in 
America to socialism was discovered by the Lusk in- 
vestigating committee in New York. The two events 
ought to be considered together. 

In the raid on the hana school a paper was seized 
which outlined a plan for organizing Negroes into 
socialist groups. Ite author was a socialist Negro of 
some experience as an agitator, who pointed out 
‘that the Negro has “race consciousness"; he has 
no class consciousness. The thing to do was to 
“transmute ” the one into the other. 

If there is the least danger of the Negro race being 
influenced by revolutionary propaganda against the 
existing institutions of the country, what is the best 


is so easy that no one really needs to be told. Stop 
the tynchings and burnings of Negroes! Prove that 
the law was made for them as well as for other citi- 
gens; that the government will protect the black in 
the most elementary rights as well as the white. 

In the Mississippi case last week, the governor of 
the state did nothing to safeguard the culprit against 
the mob. He was “ utterly powerless,” he said.’ He 
even justified his inaction on the ground that in the 
process of vindicating law and authority hundreds 
of persons might have been killed. That is to say, so 
far as the Negro’s rights were concerned all govern- 
ment collapsed and the law became a mockery.

Corporation Counsel 
Says Council Can’t | 
Raise Budget. 


An opinion, prepared by Corporation 
Counsel Ettleson for presentation to 
the mayor and city council today, 
deals a serious blow to the expecta- 
tions of municipal employés, who an- 
ticipate a further increase in pay than 
that awarded them by the 1919 budget. 
Mr.. Ettleson holds that under an 
opinion by the Illinois Supreme court 
in 1914 the council is powerless to 
raise any of the budget’s, items. In 
consequence, while it may be possible 
to increase the pay of employés whose 
individual compensation is not speci- 
fied in the budget, by a transfer of 
funds or some similar expedient, Mr. 
Ettleson declared yesterday he be- 
lieved the rest would have to content 
themselves with the budget’s provis- 
ions, unless the council goes outside 
the statute. In which case, their action 
would be open to attack from many 
sources, including the taxpayers, . 
The finance committee of the coun- 
cil will meet this morning to hear the 
grievances of street cleaners, team- 
sters, garbage handlers, pumping sta- 
tion and fire department engineers, 
sewer workers and employés at the 
municipal tuberculosis sanitarium, all 
of whom have voted to strike unless 
their wage demands are granted.

the plants should not be so near to- 
gether. Many of the evergreens make 
‘excellent hedges, but they must be 
, pruned’ severely and freely from the 


start. 
Remember that in pruning of this 


kind the aim is to change the natural 
habit of growth of the plant. Nature 
has her own habit of growth for every 
species and variety. Frequently, how- 
ever, it suits the gardener’s purpose 
to modify or entirely change this’ nat- | 
ural habit. With the hedge plants and 
many ornamentals the object is to keep 
them within certain predetermined lim- 
its, or to get formal effects. No matter 
how severely or often pruned, the; 
plants tend to resume quickly their 
natural form. 


While removing the upper buds the 
lower growth is stimulated, and if the | 
top of the young tree is cut off a new 
leader makes an effort to take its place. 
This is important where a _ thick 
growth ‘down to the level of the 
ground is desired. 

‘Merely cutting back the tops which 
have been allowed to. grow tall will 
not give the desired regults, as the bot- 
toms will still remain shaggy. The 
pruning should not only begin early 
in the plant’s life, but the lower 


bottom up. In this way the low, solid 
mass effect is produced and a smooth, 
wall-like surface is the result.

The United States is now supplying 
approximately one-half of the manu- 
factures entering international trade. 


of the whole. world are now looking 
to us for a large proportion of their 
supplies of manufactures. Prior to the 
war the United States was supplying 
about one-sixth of the manufactures 
entering international trade; in the 
year which ends with this month we 
have supplied about one-half. 

Manufactures entering international 
trade in pre-war years averaged about 
$7,000,000,000 per annum, but with the 
suspension of exports by certain of the 
great manufacturing countries of the 
world, notably Germany, Austria and 
Belgium, and the great reduction in ex- 
ports by the other European maniufac- 
turers, Great Britain, France and Italy, 
the value of manufactures other than 
war materials entering international 
trade was temporarily reduced and the 
tetal value of the manufactures entering 
world commerce in the fiscal year 1919 
is probably little more than $6,500,000, - 
900, of which the United States supplied 
about one-half. 


$8,895,000,000 Exports. 

Manufactures exported from the Unit- 
ed States in the calendar year 1918 ag- 
gregated $3,295,000,000, exclusive of those 
gent to our own non-contiguous terri- 
tories of Hawaii and Porto Rico, which 
are not included in the figures of foreign 
trade. <A compilation by the National 
City bank of New York shows that the 
exports of manufactures from the United 
States have averaged’ $265,000,000 per 
Month during the ten months of the 
fiscal year, for which figures are now 
available, and in the last month, April, 
were $290,000,000, thus justifying an es- 
timate of over $3,000,000,000 as the record 
for the fiscal year ending with June, 
1919, of which nearly two-thirds is in- 
cluded in the period following the close 
of the war. : 


The non-manufacturing area of the; 


world, which was prior to the war ac- 
customed to draw its manufactures chief- 
ly from Europe and the United States, 
consists of South America, Africa, 
Oceania, Asia, except Japan, and all of 
North America outside the United States. 
Manufacturés formed, prior to the war, 
about 66 per cent of our exports to Asia; 
85 per cent of those to South America, 
85 pér cent of those to Oceania, 75 per 
cent of those to Africa and 65 per cent 
of those to North America. 

With the fall-off of available manu- 
factures from Europe, our exports to 
all those areas have enormously in- 
creased. Our total exports to Asia in- 
creased from $115,000,000 in the fiscal 
year 1914 to about $550,000,000 in the fis- 
cal year ending with June, 1919; to South 
America from $125,000,000 in 1914 to near- 
ly $400,000,000 in 1919; to Oceania from 
$54,000,000 in the pre-war period to $190,- 
000,000 in the current year; to Africa 
from $28,000,000 to*»$75,000,000, and to 
North America which also takes its man- 
wfactures chiefly from the United States, 
the increase is from $529,000,000 in 1914 
to approximately $1,275,000,000 in the 
year which ends with this month, and 
most of these phenomenal gains occur 
in manufactures. 

The United States is in fact the only 
manufacturing country of the world 
other than Japan showing an increase in 
- its exports of manufactures during the 
‘war period. Exports of manufactures 
from Great Britain in 1918 were slightly 
jess in value than those in 1913; those 
from France show a heavy fall-off, while 
the other great manufacturing countries 
of the world, Germany, Austria-Hungary 
and Belgium, were practically out of 
overseas trade during the war. |
